An Elevated Riiilrmiil.—lu Chili, a 


branch of the Hopiapo railroad, between 
Pabellon and Chanarlcille, passes over tho 
Atacama mountains, at an elevation higher, 
it ia said, than nny other railroad in the 
world.
